In Russia the lever used by the 
Bolsheviks waa the Russian pea- 
xants’ craving for land.. ‘When 
the peasants were- promised the 
land belonging to the big  land- 
owners they seized. it and thus 
became allies of the Bolsheviks, 
though not being Bolshevik them- 
selvey or ins their ideas, | The 
peasants. in Russia are about 95 
per cent. of the whole Russian 
population,’ so that only a very 
amall part of the population could 
actually put up' any resigtance 
against the Bolsheviks, 

In China a strong national feel- 
‘ing is growing up among’ the 
young Chinese party, whjch so 
far has heen undefined in its 
object. but the. Bolsheviks have 
crystallised the Chinese national 
feeling into dissatisfaction with 
the treatios and the Treaty Powers 
and have also worked up an arti- 
ficial anti-foreign ‘feeling which 
they ‘have uscd asa shield behind’ 
which they themselves have work- 
ed,,not for China, but for their 
OWN purposes, 
v1 find it necessary to mention 
“The Third International” which 
links all the Bolshevik movements 
and activities in foreign countries, 
and as you will see later. its 
relatinnship with Canton, 

The “Thied Intetnational” in 
Moscow was a committee estab. 
lished at the time when . the 
Communist workmen from all 
coliniries, met bo discuss the 
“World Revolution.” The “Third 
International” is’ the Soviet 
Government's unoflicial institution 
for propaganda in foreign coun- 
tries and also the labourers’
